10 in the 1 iv e Points 
area of Pomona near Appy ’s, where Piorkowski was 
store manager. He has maintained the shooting was 
an accid ent and occu rred while he was try ing to 
hold Johnson and two other y ou ths as su spects in 


the theft o f a wo ma n’s purse 
at a dry clea ning sho p 
nearby .

Piorkowski presently is being tried on a mu rd ei 
charge resu lting from the shooting. 
The civ il su it was filed in behalf of Sam and 
Bobbie Johnson by Los Angeles attorney Dale L. 

Another Los Angeles lawy er, Fred B. Bela­ 
nger, has appeared for the d efend ants.

wou ld giv e “ammu nition” to 
people who think “sex 
is real­ 
ly bad .” 
The new policy u rges teach­ 
ers to emphasize the “family 
u nit 
and 
especially 
moral 
v alu es” and to ex plain “the 
harmfu l effects of premarital 
sex .” 
It also requ ires local school 
su perintend ents to au thorize 


any gu est speakers or mate­ 
rials to be u sed in sex ed u ca­ 
tion classes, 
remov ing 
the 
responsibility from teachers. 
Way ne D. Lamont, d irector 
of 
Birth 
Control 
Institu te, 
Inc., said the policy “will 
lead to pu ritanical ind octrina­ 
tion in sex classes. 
“ It giv es ammu nition to the 
v oc a l minority in ev ery 
school d istrict who want to- in­ 
timid ate teachers into teach­ 
ing that sex is really bad ,” 
said Lamont, a lead ing oppo­ 
nent of the new gu id elines.

WEIRTON, W. Va. (UPI) 
— An ex plosion and fire rip­ 
ped throu gh a new coke plant 
on an island in the mid d le of 
the Ohio Riv er Frid ay , killing 
21 workers and inju ring at 
least 10 others. 
“ I think we now hav e ac­ 
cou nted for all ou r missing 
people,” a spokesman for the 
company bu ild ing the plant 
said 
in 
Pittsbu rgh 
Frid ay 
night. 
The v ictims’ bod ies were 
taken to two area hospitals. 
Most of the d ead were bu rned 
bey ond recognition. 
A 100-y ard area of the plant 
was sealed off after the blast, 
of u nd etermined origin, ru p­ 
tu red a gas line lead ing from 
the plant to a coke facility . 
The plant was bu ilt by Hop­ 
pers Co., Inc., of Pittsbu rgh, 
for National Steel Corp., the 
parent firm. It is located on 
Brown’s Island in the mid d le 
of the Ohio Riv er and across 
the riv er from Steu benv ille, 
Ohio. 
Ralph Cox , a Weirton spo­ 
kesman, said there might be 
ad d itional v ictims trapped u n­ 
d er the ru bble. 
“There 
is 
still 
gas 
in 
- there,” Cox said . “The area 
is sealed off. 
In fact the 
whole island is sealed off. The 
stru ctu ral steel and ev ery ­ 
thing arou nd is mangled and 
d ebris is blown ou t all ov er 
the place. It is a mess.” 
The ex plosion, which hap- 
ened abou t 9 :44 a.m. EST, 
eru pted in a “battery base­ 
ment” where tests were being 
mad e before the ov ens were 
fired u p to begin m a k i n g 
coke. The plant had a battery 
of 8 coke ov ens being tested 
before the u nit was to go into 
prod u ction nex t month. 
Officials said two persons 
were treated 
and 
released 
from Weirton General Hospi­ 
tal where most of the d ead 
were taken. One worker was 
listed in satisfactory cond ition 
at St. John’s Hospital, Steu ­ 
benv ille, and the other sev en 
inju red were ad mitted to Ohio 
Valley Hospital, Steu benv ille, 
where one was listed in criti­ 
cal cond ition. 
S. E. Morgan, Steu benv ille, 
was the only d ead person 
id entified . 
West Virginia Gov . Arch 
Moore Jr. ord ered an inv esti­ 
gating team of state troopers 
and fire 
marshals 
to 
the 
scene. He also asked the state 
Department of Labor to pro­ 
v id e him with a fu ll report on 
the ex plosion. 
A Koppers spokesman in 
Pittsbu rgh

59 0 
men were working throu ghou t 
the island when the ex plosion 
occu rred . 
“The first problem was the 
presence of gas in the area.

He thu s was able 
to retu rn to Czechoslov akia 
th ree times in 1969 before the 
bord er was completely sealed . 


If he shou ld retu rn to Cze­ 
choslov akia, he said , “ 1 wou ld 
be arrested immed iately and 
probably be pu t in prison. I’m 
liv ing abroad withou t the per­ 
mission 
of 
the 
au thorities. 
Thu s, I’m breaking the law.” 
He ad d ed th at his wife, who 
is with him in the United 
States, has been tried in ab­ 
sentia and 
sentenced to 
a 
y ear in prison and loss of all 
property . 
The inv asion that sparked 
his flight to the West came as 
a complete su rprise, he said . 
“ No one ex pected m ilitary in­ 
terv ention.

Hild reth and Feller joined 
in motions for a retrial, ar­ 
gu ing that the testimony giv en 
in the trail abou t the Ary an 
Brotherhood and the Ameri­ 
can Nazi Party was irrele­ 
v ant and that the cou rt ord er 
prev enting the news med ia 
from pu blishing the names of 
nine inmate prosecu tion wit­ 
nesses v iolated their clients’ 
right to a pu blic trial. 


The motions were d enied 
by Ju d ge G am er say ing that 
the testimony abou t the Ar­ 
y an 
Brotherhood 
and 
the 
ANP was relev ant and helped 
show a motiv e for the crim e 
and that there was ad equ ate 
ev id ence presented to show 
that the inmates were gu ilty . 
He said he cou ld not see how 
the cou rt ord er prev ented the 
inmates from hav ing a pu blic 
trial, say ing that their tes­

ing staff to solv e any prob­ 
lems. 
A city ord inance now re­ 
qu ires those recreational v e­ 
hicles not capable of mov e­ 
ment u nd er their own power 
to be screened if parked at 
homes. These cou ld inclu d e 
boats, trailers, cam per bod ies 
and hou se trailers. 
The 
planners 
followed 
a 
city staff recommend ation in 
v oting not to change any pre­ 
sent ord inances. The m atter 
will now go to the City Cou n­ 
cil for final action. 
Enfo rce by Complaints 
At present, the city staff en­ 
forces prov isions of the park­ 
ing ord inance on a complaint 
basis, reported Sanford Soren­ 
sen, city planner. 
“ If we receiv e complaints, 
then we can rev iew each on 
an ind iv id u al basis,” he ad ­ 
d ed . “ If a resid ent wants to 
store a recreational v ehicle in 
his front y ard , he cou ld then 
apply for a v ariance.” 
T h os e measu res recom­ 
mend ed for ad option at the 
staff lev el inclu d es: 
— 
Sid e 
y ard 
easement 
agreements 
between 
neigh­ 
bors for access to rear y ard s 
be encou raged . 
This 
wou id 
permit parking in rear y ard s 
which hav e no other access. 


— Permit parking in front 
y ard s on a limited basis with 
a d e q u a t e screening. This 
wou ld 
requ ire

v ariance. 
This resu lts in an ev alu ation 
being mad e on a case-by -case 
basis, notification of the su r­ 
rou nd ing area, and a d ecision 
on the merits of each ind iv i­ 
d u al case. 


— Listing of facilities av ail­ 
able for storage 
of recre­ 
ational v ehicles. The staff wall 
compile and maintain a list of 
facilities in the area that pro- 


v id e this serv ice. 
— Preparation of a packet 
of m aterials ex plaining way s 
of hand ling ihe parking of 
recreational 
v ehicles. 
The 
staff will prepare a packet 
ex plaining the options av ail­ 
able for parking recreational 
v ehicles, 
inclu d ing 
illu stra­ 
tions of means for hand ling 
on-site and the list of off-site 
facilities. 
The 
planning 
commission 
had been d irected by the City 
Cou ncil to stu d y the matter 
and make recommend ations.

Nader Urges Changes In D.C. Press Role 


* WASHINGTON, D.C. (IJP I) 
.— Terming the White House 
I press corps “ only a mimeo- 
* graph machine” for President 
*Nixon's pronouncements, crit­ 
ic Ralph Nader today urged 
"the media “ to send investiga­ 
tive reporter teams” to the 
White House. 
As it now operates, 
the 
White House press corps, Na- 
‘ der said, “ is like a mir­ 
ror—what the President de­ 
clares, 
the 
press 
reports. 
There is absolutely no news 
judgment.” 
In an interview with United 
«Press 
International, 
Nader 
said White House reporters 
should not cover the White 
House beat on a permanent 
basis but should be rotated. 
He claimed this would pre­ 
vent the White House from 
using its “carrot-and 
stick 
routine on newsmen—favoring 


some 
with 
interviews 
and 
leaks, and freezing out any 
newsman who becomes criti­ 
cal.” 
According to Nader, the 
system has allowed the White 
House to develop newsmen 
who become “ presidential va­ 
lets,” used “ to distribute self- 
serving propaganda.” 
To stop this practice, which 
Nader said has led the White 
House reporters “ to act like 
sheep,” newsmen should be 


assigned to cover the White 
House only on a short term 


basis. 
The short tenure could al­ 
low the newsmen “ to be more 
critical, and help put an end 
to White House favoritism,” 
Nader said. 
Citing 
the

House 
news conference as an ex­ 
ample 
of 
how 
the 
White 
House press corps is manipu­ 
lated, Nader said the Presi­ 


dent “ decides who will be re­ 
cognized, and when the con­ 
ferences will be scheduled.” 
As one alternative, Nader 
suggested that the newsmen 
could use a lottery to decide 
by whom and in what order 
questions will be asked. 
He also urged the news 
media to bring pressure on 
the White House “ to give 
them a voice in establishing 
news coverage rules for the 
White House.” 


Citrus Owners Fretting Over Latin Parasite 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Sub­ 
freezing cold produced a big 
crop of worries this week 
among 
Southern 
California 
citrus growers, but farm ex­ 
perts here said Tuesday the 
outbreak of a South American 
parasite could be just as 
troublesome. 


County agriculture author­ 
ities said they’ve confirmed 
the presence of the Peruvian 
“ woolv white fly” parasite in 
several 
groves 
south 
and 
north of Del Mar. 
The parasite first appeared 
in Southern California in 1966. 
Before that, it wreaked havoc 


on the citrus 
industry 
in 


Peru. 
The fly, which has three na­ 
tural fungus enemies —none 
of which can exist in Califor­ 
nia's dry climate—defoliates 
orange and lemon trees, and 
then attacks the fruit. 


TEL AVIV (U PI) -Dia­ 
monds are a girl’s best friend 
—and Israel’s, too. Well, al­ 
most. 
After tourism, the export of 
polished diamonds is the Jew­ 
ish state’s biggest earner of 
foreign currency. Sales this 
year are expected to exceed a 
record $35 million, $9 million 
of it profit, diamond experts 
said. 
The money is a boon to an 
economy 
burdened 
by 
an 
overseas debt of $3 billion 
stemming from the nation’s 
island-like existence and the 
need to import weapons. 
So quickly has Israel risen 
to prominence in the diamond 
industry that those small-to- 
medium-sized gems in the 
jeweler’s window more than 
likely were cut and polished 
in Tel Aviv. 
“ 
W e 
are 
the 
leading 
country in the work! when it 
comes to the total value of 
gem 
diamonds exported,” 
said the president of the Is- 
r a e I 
Diamond 
Exchange, 
Moshe Schnitzer. 
The Israelis buy rough dia­ 
monds from South Africa or, 
indirectly, from the Soviet 
Union and then turn out the 
finished product?. The United 
States is the biggest market, 
followed by Japan. 
A former taxi driver who 
started as a diamond cutter 
in 1946 and became a millio­ 
naire, Schnitzer reflects the 
growth of the industry and, in 
a sense, the nation. 
Whereas dealers once did 
business in streetcomer cof­ 
fee shops, the diamond ex­ 
change now is housed in a 23- 
story glass and marble build­ 
ing with its own police force 
and secret security devices. 
Visitors to Schnitzer’s office 
are scrutinized by television 
cameras monitored by a se­ 
cretary before they are al­ 
lowed to enter. If they get 
past* the guards downstairs. 
“ There are tens of millions 
of dollars worth of diamonds 
in this building but we have 
not 
lost anything yet.” 
a 
spokesman said. 
About $2 million in sales 


are made daily in the ex- j 
change. Sellers and buyers do j 
much of their bartering in a : 
large room with floor-lertgth 
windows facing north. 
“ 
Al l diamond exchanges | 
are the same way.” the spo­ 
kesman 
said. 
“ The 
north 
ligh?, for some reason, brings 
out the best; in a store.” 
Ami Pearlman, 23, sat at a 
formica table sorting $26.000 
worth of smalt diamonds into 
piles according to their qual­ 
ity. 
“ Everything is done with 
trust here,” he said, handing 
turning away, apparently un­ 
concerned about theft. “ We 
even take lOU’s.” 
But violate that trust and 
the handshake that seals a 
deal and you are banned from 
this exchange and all others 
for life. It is an effective de­ 
terrent* to theft and deception. 
Pearlman’s father was one 
of the pioneers of the dia­ 
mond industry. He came from 
Belgium during World War II 
and used his cutter’s skill, 
a l o n g with money 
from 
foreign investors, to set up 
shop. 
With the end of the war, 
Belgium went back to being 
the No. 1 diamond polishing 
n a t i o n . Investors quickly 
abandoned the Jews in Pales­ 
tine. They had to go it alone. 
“ Then it was 100 per cent 
our investment, and we were 
more careful with losses,” 
Schnitzer said. “The know­ 
ledge of how to get the maxi­ 
mum from a stone has be­ 
come the basis of our great­ 
ness.” 
More than 400 small fac­ 
tories, employing 9,000 per­ 
sons, have sprung out of that 
first year, 1946, when sales to­ 
taled $5 million. 
One of the most modern, 
Kerenor Diamonds Ltd., was 
recently built for $200,000 by 
David F.hrenfeld. whose orig­ 
inal investment was $400.

Block 
had 
attended 
the 
commission meeting Nov. 29. 
and said he did not like Street 
B, which was a cul-de-sac at 
its northern end, and feeding 
traffic onto Foothill Boule­ 
vard, which is a divided high­ 
way. 
Block .said that residents, to 
get to Claremont Boulevard 
nr points east, would have to 
drive west to Mills Avenue, 
make a U-turn at that inter­ 
section, and after driving east 
to C l a r e m o n t Boulevard 
would have to make a left 
turn if they wanted to go 
north. 
A previous map had shown 
Street 
B 
connecting 
with 
Street A and both feeding 
onto Claremont Boulevard. 
“ In my opinion,” Block said 
in his appeal, “ the deletion of 
a s t r e e t connecting with 
Claremont Boulevard at the 
south end of the project has 
not given consideration to the 
functional aspects of automo­ 
bile circulation from the 112 
units located in that area.” 
Block aLso contended that 
there is not sufficient off- 
street parking for guests in 
many areas. 
He said that there is a “ to­ 
tal inadequacy” of parking al­ 
though the developer meets 
The city requirements. 
“ Parking in 
that 
devel­ 
opment is going to be a real 
problem,” he said. 


City Manager Keith Mulroo- 
ney told the council that he 
had met this week with the 
developer, and advised him 
that in the northwest area the 
development 
could 
benefit 
from more parking stalls. 
Councilman Bertye Smith 
recalled that the council had 
been wrong in the High Point 
( M u 11 i p 1 e-family) devel­ 
opment west of Claremont in 
not allowing for more park­ 
ing.

A crowd of more than 80,000 
at Miami’s Orange Bowl and 
a national television audience 
is expected to watch Don 
Sbula’s club in its assault on 
the record book. 
In addition to the perfect 
season, which is the No. 1 
item, the Dolphins can come 
up with two more records. 
They need 105 yards rushing 
to break the season record of 
2,885 set by the 1936 Detroit 
Lions and 
should Mercury 
Morris gain 95 yards, the Dol­ 
phins would be the first club 
ever to boast two 1,000-yard 
rushers in the same season. 
Larry Csonka already has 1,- 
046. 
On the negative side, how­ 
ever, is the fact that the 
game may mark the final ap­ 
pearance of John Unitas, the 


Colts’ longtime quarterback 
star. Unitas, now 39, has been 
relegated to second-string by 
the new Baltimore manage­ 
ment and will either retire or 
seek employment elsewhere 
following this season. With his

farewell appearance.

Looking for a new job has 
to rank among life’s less at­ 
tractive episodes, in i*he best 
of circumstances. 
In the 
worst, the need to find new 
employment can be among 
the most destructive expe­ 
riences of a man’s life. 
Author Lou Albee, who has 
w r i t t e n an exceptionally 
sound and sensible book on 
the techniques of job hunting, 
has addressed himself espe­ 
cially to what is perhaps the 
worst of circumstance — the 
middle-aged (40-plus) execu­ 
t i v e or management-level 
man who’s out on the street. 
The methods and techniques 
ho prescribes, though, should 
be useful to any job seeker. 
Albee qualifies as an expert 
Jhrough having himself faced 
the problem of middle-aged 
u n e mp l o y me n t three 
times—once in his forties, and 
twice in his fifties. 
As a member of, and later 
consultant to, a “ Forty Plus 
Club” on the West Coast, he 
acquired an objective as well 
as a personal view of the 
problems of gefting on your 
feet again, after having a job 
shot out from under you. He 
writes, then, with understand­ 
ing and insight, as well as 
cataloguing 
the 
techniques 
that work. 
Before any job hunter is 
ready to begin using the 
m e c h a n i c a l techniques, 
though, Albee emphasizes, he 
has to get his psyche in good 
repair. Anyone who’s been 
fired suffers considerable psy­ 
chic trauma—and 
for 
the 
middle-aged, it can be even 
more emotionally destructive 
than a death in the family, he 


says, citing figures on family 
breakups. 
Most men in this situation, 
he points out, will try to deny 
even to themselves the truth 
of their situation. At work Is 
the protective insinct illust­ 
rated in the old gag line, 
“ You can’t fire me—I quit’!’ 
Early chapters deal with 
the emotional problem and 
mental set of the job seeker, 
offering effective counseling 
on how to reach the healthy 
state of mind in which a firee 
can candidly say to a pros­ 
pective employer, 
“ 1 
was 
fired.” 
Thereafter, Albee moves on 
te such matters as how to 
prepare a resume or work 
history, what to do about the 
sometimes sticky matter of 
references, how to sidestep 
the clerks in the personnel of­ 
fice who throw up a bureau­ 
cratic barrier between you 
and the man you wani* to talk 
to, how to use the phone and 
the mails to get job inter­ 
views, etc. 
Unlike many such books, 
Albee’s shuns the gimmicky 
techniques and 
the cheap 
tricks. He argues for the 
sound, mature approaches 
that will favorably impress 
an employer looking for a ca­ 
pable, ma te re person of good 
judgment. 
Albee’s book, “Job Hunting 
After Forty” (Arco Publish­ 
ing Co., 
N.Y.; 
Paperback, 
$1.45), is worth several times 
the price for its chapters on 
what happens, and why, dur­ 
ing an interview. Even execu­ 
tives who are doing the hir­ 
ing, rather than seeking the 
job, might read teese sections 
with profit. They’re likely to 
see themselves, in an inter- 
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and 
view situation. In a new 
useful light. 
And if you’re unfortunate 
enough to find yourself In the 
situation of the book’s title, 
this $1.45 paperback Is likely 
to prove more beneficial than 
a week with a psychiatrist.

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Reminiscences on 
Truman, his years 


Perso nal reminiscences o f Harry Truman seem 
inev itably to well up at this time, and I hav e my 
share. 
On March 17, 19 45 , he came to Chicago fo r a St. 
Patrick’s day speech. A mo rning press co nference 
was called fo r the v ice-president, and fewer than 10 
repo rters appeared. 
It was an embarrassing, painful ho ur. We seemed 
to sense that President Ro o sev elt had no t cued him 
in o n big ev ents, and we co uld think o f little to ask 
him. There were o dd silences between questio ns. 
One o f the “ to ugh” queries I po sed was: 
“ Ho w do y o u like y o ur jo b? ” 
His quick respo nse: “ I do n’t like it. I do n’t hav e 
any thing to do .” 
Less than a mo nth later, FDR died and Truman 
had the weight o f a wo rld at war o n his sho ulders. 
Ev en as the sho ck o f Ro o sev elt’s death was still 
spreading, I went to Kansas City and Independence, 
Mo ., to talk to peo ple who had kno wn Truman in his 
earlier y ears. I fo und that his friends were legio n. 
And, asto nishingly in the light o f later histo ry , they 
fo recast almo st perfectly what kind o f president he 
wo uld be. 
Mo st o f tho se I saw had been his battery mates 
when he was an artillery captain in Wo rld War I. 
They testified to his strength and co urage. One tel­ 
ling me ho w Truman had rallied his men when they 
were abo ut to panic under enemy fire. Witho ut ex ­ 
ceptio n they saw in him high qualities o f leadership, 
and they insisted these were no t weakened by the 
fact he serv ed as a father-co nfesso r to many o f his 
men. 
After the war, they stay ed bo und to gether. Tru­ 
man was still their friend and helper, and they re­ 
membered him as a man o f great perso nal ho no r. 
So mewhere aro und .19 30 he paid o ff the last do llar o f 
debt he o wed after his little haberdashery sto re 
failed in 19 21. 
He was pro perly 
described 
as 
inco rruptible, 
tho ugh his mo dest po litical start was giv en him by 
the ill-starred To m Pendergast machine in Kansas 
City . Inv estigatio ns alway s fo und Truman clean. 
Serv ing as a co unty judge (superv iso r), he asked 
Pendergast to slate him fo r so mething a bit better, 
like assesso r. The o ld bo ss sho o k his head and said: 
“ No , I hav e so mething else in mind fo r y o u.” 
“ What? ” asked Truman. 
Then Pendergast stunned him by answering sim­ 
ply : “ The United States Senate.” 
Truman was no minated and elected, and began 
the rise that to o k him to the White Ho use. Six y ears 
later, Pendergast was in jail and Truman, fighting 
alo ne with almo st no mo ney , do ggedly po unded 
thro ugh Misso uri to win reno minatio n by a bare 7 ,- 
000 v o tes. It was a fo recast o f the spirit which car­ 
ried him to an upset presidential v icto ry in 19 48. 
A lo v er o f histo ry but a plo dding student (so o ne 
o f his teachers to ld me), he had to labo r v aliantly to 
master the presidency when its lo ad fell upo n him. 
Say s his o ld friend and aide, Clark Cliffo rd: 
“ When I’d go to him at night in his White Ho use 
study , he’d be sitting there, wearing a green ey e­ 
shade, po ring o v er a great pile o f do cuments. My 
heart went o ut to him.” 
Margaret Truman Daniel has it right. Her father 
nev er wanted the v ice-presidency . Abo ut to be cho ­ 
sen in 19 14, he called his o ld friend To m Ev ans and 
said: “ C om e o n o v er here to Chicago and help keep 
me fro m being no minated.” But the histo ry he lo v ed 
had its way .

Yes, 
those of u s who contribu te to 
foreign missions do so with 
the feeling that somebody ou t 
there is doing something for 
less-fortu nate hu man beings. 
Bu t in the main, I see v ery 
little dent in the problems of 
the world being solv ed by ou r 
u nselfish and dev oted serv ice 
to people ov erseas. 
“ My 
point 
is 
this: 
We 
WERE ask ed on the scene in 
Vietnam. We did respond — 
as we agreed to do, y ears 
ago. When we treatied with 
the Asians we made a moral 
commitment. 1 find it hard to 
see it as moral that we wou ld 
back ou t of the situ ation and 
leav e those people with NO 
chance for freedom. Mainly , 
lu st becau se we seem — at

the moment — to be losing. 
‘ ‘ W he r e were the lou d 
v oices of protest when we 
made the agreem ent in the 
first place?’’ 
Conclu ding 
his 
rem ark s, 
Ted Ev ans of the Ashland

(Ashland, 
Ohio) observ es: 
“ It’s the fu lfilling of the ob­ 
ligation that's stirring u p the 
do - gooders. Em barrassm ent 
and pain, y es. Dirty politics 
in 
Sou th Vietnam, 
y es. 
A 
lou sy situ ation, y es. Bu t hu ­ 
man beings they are.” 
In pondering this commu ­ 
nication, we shou ld go back to 
the first point: Many citizens 
in ou r land eq u ate American 
missions and American mi­ 
litary in the sam e pack age. If 
the missionaries don’t score, 
send the Marines! 
Bu t the 
world and the missionaries 
hav e changed. Most ov erseas 
work 
being 
su pported 
by 
U. S. dollars is done in con­ 
su ltation and cooperation with 
local religiou s organizations. 
Whether it’s Africa or Asia, 
the trend is toward national 
leadership and direction. The 
white 
missionary , 
clu tching 
his black Bible and American 
citizenship 
(so 
fav ored 
by 
film mak ers) is long since 
gone. Bu t not the idea of sen­ 
ding 
in

and 
“showing the flag” to those 
who do not accept ou r eco­ 
nomics or Cold War strategy .
